As the government oemont stored at 
'-EsquimaJt lias'beeh' quietly eating its 
< head off for nearly, seven years wo in- 
i tend refresliing our rsucier.s' memories 
with regard to tliist imique transaction. 
It will be remembered liow IMr. Walk- 
KU started for England on the ICth 
J line, 187-1:, as the delegate of the pro- 
vincial government tO' present to iler 
Majesty's govornraont the railway pe- 
tition, and negotiate for furtlier aid 
for the construction of the E.squimalt 
graving dock, returning to Victoria on 
the I8th February, 1875. During Mr. 
Walkf.-m's stay in England arrange- 
ments woro made tor the piirohase of a 
large quantity of Portland • cement for 
the dock, but the public know vt>ry 
little concerning the details of the af- 
fair; and all the printed informal ion at 
hand is contained in Mr. Bkavi:.s's re- 
port as chief commi.ssioner dated oOih 
Nov., 1870. In this report it is point 
ed out that "it is highly desirable that 
the work ehould bo ,, proceeded with as 
rapidly as possible" that "it practically 
takes nearly three-quarters of a year 
to obtain material from England by 
N', / sailing vessels." It then related that 
' after communicating with the engi- 
neers-iu-chief tenders were invited in 
England for 600 tons of the best qual-' 
ifcy of Portland, marine, ceVnent; that 
three or four rival firms tendered on 
specifications prepared by iMe.ssrs. 
... , KiKlPPLE &, MoRHis; that the tender 
' Ifi of Messra Giubs J: Co. was accepted 
and the matter tlien handed over to the 
engineers who were to teat tlie cement, 
and scrutinize the manufacturer's me- 
thods of preparing the material; that 
the engineers reported favorably on the 
cement, upon which orders svero i.s.sued 
as freight room ofi'cred; and that the 
, , names of the cement contractors were 
'■^■^ submitted to the admiralty for their 
approval which was obtained, Tho 
chief comtnisaioaer then goes into the 
. question of casks for shipping the ce- 
■ I ment in as follows: "Tho question of 
casks for packing tho cement was clo-se- 
ly gone into, tho tender for ordinary 
|)aokages with two iron hoops was 21 
. shillings per ton; it was deemed advis- 
able, however, to ship a portion of the 
cement in iron bound oak casks tliat 
could be subsequently disposed of for 
oil casks; the price af these would, how- 
ever, be about 10 shillings per ton; 
1 532 of these casks were obtained at 
•238. per ton, thus saving 173. per ton 
on this item." It will be observed that 
the first shipment of cenimit arrived 
about two months after Mr^ Walk em's 
return from England, and the balance 
in other shipments in the following 
order and date:

Thla ccanent was stored in Mr. W. 
Sellick's brick warehouse at Esqui- 
malt as it arrived, and storage paid on 
it at the rate of §80 per month from 
the 8th April, 1875. This expense is 
still current. It is clear that the then 
chief commissioner, Mr. Beavkx, was 
very much in the . dark about, the pur- 
chase of the cement and casks, for al- 
though "tenders" for both articles are 
referred to in a general way in his 
opening remarks in his report for the 
year 1875, there is no mention made 
of them in the schedule of tenders re- 
ceived at his department appended 
thereto; yet at the same time the tend- 
ers for the graving dock machinery are 
set forth. ■ There i.s also a'^delightful 
indefiniteness as to who handed the 
matter of thi; cement tenders over to 
the engineers- in -chief, and who gave 
the orders for the cement "as freight 
room offered." It is very evident the 
chief commissioner did not. As near

' ' tiis" mBtter ^' we observe that all the 
c«menb in the first four shipments

per ton, but the 100 tons, shipped on 
the Aboyne only cost 40 shillings per 
ton. This appears to us to require a 
a little explanation. Was Messrs. 
Gihb's tender for 46 shillings or for 40 
shillings per ton 1 We were always of 
opinion that it was a grave mistake or- 
dering a perishable article years before 
it could possibly be used, and further- 
more that it would have been better 
to have thrown the responsibility of 
procuring the cement on the contractor 
for the dock. 

As this, brilliant speculation now 
stands this' hiiitoricai' cement has cost 
the province ab'lepti $32,050, or more 
than $45 lperton;namely,S26, 1 50,prime 
cost and" rent of warehouse 6^ years 
at .§1000 per annum, §6,500, leaving 
out of the question the deterioration 
that has been constantly going on in 
such a perishable article. Now, the 
original cost was 46 shillings (with the 
exception of 100 tons at 40 shillings) 
or about $1 1. 13 per ton, thus showing 
that thismagnificRiit stroke of policy has 
already cost the country nearly four 
times what was paid for cement in Eng- 
land seven years ago. Bn t there is another 
factor of importance to be considered 
and that is the interest on the original 
outlay of $26,150. At 6 per cent, per 
annum compound interest this amounts 
to the sum of $12,057.10; and at sim- 
ple interest even to $10,198.50. This 
interest account addiid to present out- 
lay foots up the enormous total of 
$44,707fl0, or $62.40 per ton. Now, 
good cement can be purchased in this 
city for about $35. Costly material,

A .short time since -a rising yc Jng 
barrister of this city was summoned to 
Quebec to defend a jnan who was to 
bo tried^ fori*miifdeS?'on*itbe high seas. 
The murder, it seems, was committed 
during a voyage from Liverpool to Que- 
bec and there was a very strong chain 
of circumstantial evidence against tho 
man who was accused. So strong was 
the case against his client that our 
young lawyer was at his wits' end to 
find a plausible defence to set up. He 
had almost made up his mind that his 
client's goose was cooked when he ac- 
cidentally discovered that another ves- 
sel had sailed from Liverpool and ar- 
rived at Quebec on the very same dale 
as the vessel on which the murder was 
committed. Upon learning this a faint 
gimimer of hope dawned on bis mind. 
It was neck or nothing and he decided 
to play a bold game. After the case 
for the crown was concluded matters 
looked black for the prisoner and the 
lawyer .saw that his only chance was to 
put into execution his hurriedly form- 
ed project He placed in the witness 
box ono after the other four men from 
the other .ship which sailed and arrived 
on the same day as' the one on 
which the crime was committed. In 
each case he opened the examination 
by a.sking the dates on which they sail- 
ed from Liverpool and arrived at Que- 
bec, but very carefully omitting to 
mention the name of the vessel. The 
witnesses then, iri' retily to his ques- 
tions, .?wore in the most positive man- 
ner that they did not see the prisoner 
do anything to the deceased, nor even 
hear them have anything like a quar- 
rel. As two of the witnesses belonged 
to the larboard watch and two to the 
starboard, they could scarcely hav« 
helped seeing tho prisoner commit the 
murder bad ho ^ 'done -f so on the 
deck of the same vessel thoy 
were on. The Crown attorney, in his 
cross-examination, did not ask the wit- 
nesses the name of the vessel they were 
on, and entirely failed to shake their 
evidence. ■ As a result, tho i)risoner 
was acquitted'bfi t!ie evidence of wit- 
nesses who knew nothing whatever 
about the aftair. The lav.-yer certainly 
ran a great risk, and a single word 
almost might have ruined his plan; but 
it was his only chance of securing an 
acquittal for his-client, and he deserves 
'credit for his, ihgeriuity^an^^ aplomb. — 
moHssX -nt?

Old Landmarks Golnsr. 

Mr. OuorgO'Stuiiy, coiitniclor for the 
u.'cciivationa for Mr. Y.ites' new building, 
yettord.ay comiiionced to pull down the 
old wooden buildings wliich occupied the 
tiite of the propoaod new structure. Theao 
buildings wore among tho earliest oroctod 
in tho mercantile history of tho old colony 
of British Columbia. Beginning at tho 
end of the present roadway to Yatea' 
wharf the buildings were occupied res- 
pectively as follows ; First, M. Spor- 
Ijorg, whose name still remains on tlie 
building; then Sporborg ct llueff. Se- 
cond, D. Lenevue; tliird, Edgar & Amie; 
fourth, hy James McCrca, who first 
started hia auction business here. Tlie 
same store was subsequently occupied by 
Plummer & P.igden in a similar line of 
business. But this building succumbed 
to the elements during a heavy gale a few 
years ago. Other tenants besides tho 
foregoing have from time to time hung 
out their shingles on this venerable pile 
of wooden .stores, and business of ''great 
.deed and moment" has been transacted in 
them. It seems that the building along- 
side tho present roadv.'ay down to tho 
wharf is to be propped uj) as a landmark 
in evidence of the original lines given in 
laying out tho width of Wharf street. In 
this connection important documents arc 
said to bo in o-xistence. Thus a remnant 
of tho rookeries will remain until tho dis- 
puted width of -Wharf street is settled by 
compensation or otherwise. ' The sooner 
this dispute is brought to an issue the bet- 
f "tor, so that the new buildings may be 
I', erected and the balance of the tumble- 
down places share the fatomctted out yes- 
terday to their timo honored, but neitlicr 
respectod nor resp ectablo noighb ors.

Tlie Zisrh Sohool Ezammatioa, 

The examination of tho High School, 
prior to tho Christmas holitiays. took 
place yesterday. During the afternoon 
tho following visitors were present: Mrs. 
Williams, .''Mrs. Storey, Jfrs. Cro3sun,MrH. 
Sylvester, Jlrs. C. C. McKeiizie, Mrs. 
King, Mrs. J. jMcKeii/.ie, jMrs. I\IcN'i3li, 
Misses liichardson, jNliss U'illiams, Miss 
Crosson, Miss Dickson, Miss Gowen,Hon. 
Robt. Boaven, Kev. U. li. Smith, Dr.

Wilson, D. Spencer, McKenzie, Tliaiii 
and other.). As this is tlio highest udu- 
cational ostabli.shnient in ccianect;ion witli 
the 15. C. Public Schmil syateni His Hon- 
or thu Lieut. -Governor .sliould have luid 
an invitation to attend. This no doubt 
ho readily would have done and tliiis have 
added intore.it to tliu Dceasimi. During 
tlie Illuming the .senior ami juiiioi- do- 
partiaeuts wero e.\aiuincd by Messrs. Mc- 
Laughlin and Oli'erhaus in algebra, inon- 
suration, arithinotic, French, ouclid, La- 
tin, natural philosophy and book-keop- 
ing, in all of which tho pupils by the 
promptitude of their answers, showed 
tlirough proficiency. 

Those who had the [ileasure of listen- 
ing to the morning's e.xaminatinn were 
siime" !'-:it surprised at the really excel- 
lent manner in which euclid was gone 
through with problems; and tlienrenis 
taken »t random from the first fmu' books 
wero without any prompting, demon- 
Htratod quickly and correctly, and that 
too by jiupils wlio were in most instances 
under fifteen years of age. 

Tho Latin exorcises wero still more sa- 
tisfactory; in fact this part was so out of 
the onlinary run of Latin csaminations 
OS to remind tlio.se acquainted with this 
classic language of "stuiUiig. " The man- 
ner in which the pupils, without a mis- 
take, translated and [larsed Virgil'sEuead 
shows that very great pains must have 
been taken with this branch of tho High 
School curriculum, Book-keeping was 
also taken up, but timo would not admit 
of its being gone into with any minute- 
ness. 

Tho aftoruooii was ilevoteil to history, 
graiiiniar, reading, recitaticms, songs, etc. 
The quosticns injiiatory by Mr.JMcLaugii- 
lin were confined to tlie earlier portion of 
the British annals, and during tho half- 
hour or more that was occupied hy this 
subjeet, only two or three incorrect 
answers wero given. Tlie juniors having 
been called into the main room, reading 
was taken up; but all the fine display of 
tho morning was lacking in this oBSontial 
branch of an English education. In 
truth, the readings, with but two or three 
exceptions, were very much below what 
they ouglit to have been. This, perhaps, 
may bo attributed to nervousness on the 
part of the renders; but there is certainly 
room for improvement in this subject. 

Dr. Tolmie, in a few remarks, propos- 
ed three cheers for Edward Wootton, 
" who had recently left the school to take 
his station in life." Those wore rc3])ond- 
ed to, as one boy remarked, by "three 
cheers from the top shelf. " Miss .\nnio 
Anderson recited, "The Battle of Ivroy," 
which was given in good stylo and with 
much i)athos; but towards tho end, the' 
piece being soniowliat long, lier voice par- 
tially gave out and became a trillo toe 
plaintive. This young lady deservedly 
carried oti' tho prize for reading, which 
was one of tho exceptions noted. Miss 
Forrest, who obtained second prize for 
reading, also gave a recitation; bat it was 
altogether too monotonous and in too low 
a lone to be heard. This last was tho 
prevailing fault with most of tho reading. 
A valedictory address, given by Thomas 
McLaughlin, was a very creditable per- 
forinanco, and was for tho special benefit 
of those pupils who were about to say 
adieu to school day?, The great event of 
tho day, however, -vas tho reading of the 
papers, "The Hyacinth" and "The Lei- 
sure Hour," tho former being "edited" 
by Marcclla Story and read by 
Emily Gardiner, and tho latter by Chas. 
Hay ward, jr., and road by Thomas Mc- 
Laughlin. " The Hyaointhe " is a racy 
littlo journal. The mental calibre of 
its fair publishers may bci jndgcd by 
glancing at its table of contents whicli 
consists of an editorial, a historical re- 
view of money, conundrums, a btrdseye 
view of 1881, a composition on Howors, 
nxtracta, a lecture on temperance, an ar- 
ticle on tlio school and some minor items. 

The other jiaper was as i^fr. Fell ro- 
inarkcd, tliirty year.s liehind the age; but 
ono composition on the Tide.s, if it is ori- 
ginal, entitles its writer to special men- 
tion, as it is a very creditable produc- 
tion.

HAllEAS COBPOS CASE. 

The Mayor and Corporation of tho City 

of Victoria against ^^r3. Morgan and Mrs. 
Violand. 

The defendants surrendered to tlieir 
bail and their counsel, Mr. Theodore 
Davie, now appeared for thoir discharge 
from custody to-day untlor conviction 
made by the Polico Magistrate, Mr. Pom- 
bertoii, for carrying on tho business of 
vendors of sprituons liquors without 
license. 

Five (ibjectiniiH were iTvised to tho con- 
viction. 

1. Defect in tho infurinatiuns in not 
distinctly averring tliiiL the defeiidauta 
held no license. 

2. An isolated inetunco only was shewn 
by the conviction and not the currying on 
of tt business a-i contemplated by the sta- 
tute. 

3. Disqualification of the Police Magis- 
trate who was the paid servant of tlie cor- 
poration and tliiis practically judge in his 
own cause. 

4. That the imposition of taxation and 
licenses is by tho British Noi th .\merican 
Act, 18G7, vested exclusively in the pro- 
vincial legislature and that tlio delegation 
by the legislature to municipalities of.iucli 
right of taxation and licensing is ultra 
vires and void. 

5. That the enforcement of taxation 
by fine and imprisonment can only beliad 
by legislative onactmeiit, and that the 
delegation of the right to eiiforcj such 
taxation was also ulira cire.i .uid void. 

Thejudge having called attention to thu 
Administration of Justic^o Act, 1881, 

Mr. Drake objected that under the 
provisions of tho act in question, lii.s 
Lordship, Mr. Justice Gray, had no pow- 
er to adjudicate upon a case as judge of 
first instance, which occurred out of the 
district of New Westminster for which 
locality his Lordship by tho act in ques- 
tion was usually to exercise his functions. 
Mr. Drake stated further that he nioroly 
raised tho point, his own impression be- 
ing that tho Local Legislature has power 
to limit tho jurisdiction of a Supreme 
Court Judge to any particular,; lo- 
cality, i 

Mr. Davie also argued that the act was 
void. 

His Lordship stated that he should re- 
serve this point and proceed with the 
case. 

Mr. Drake on behalf of the corporation 
answered the sovoral objoctions raised. 
As to the first objection to tho informa- 
tion ho argued that tho commitment was 
all that tho court at [>ro8unt could look at 
and that if any olhor proceedings were to 
bo impeached they should be brought be- 
fore the court on certiorari. Moreover 
that this was a mere formal objection and 
that under theSummaiy Jurisdiction Act, 
sect. 5, objections to matter of form wore 
not to be entertained. .Vs to tho second 
point the JlagLitrate's decision that a 
business had heon carried on was conclu- 
sive and tho court would not go bcj-ond 
it. Regarding the disqualification of tho 
Magistrate. Mr. Drake argued that no 
real interest sufficient to legally disqualify 
him had been shown, and as to tho ques- 
tion of delegation Mr. Drake elaborately 
contondod that the right to regulate tax- 
ation and licences had boon delegated to 
the city of Victoria before confederation 
at a timo when tho parliniiiont had sover- 
eign power and was untraiumolcd by the 
provisions of tho B. N. A. Act. Further 
that tho provision as to liceiiaca in this 
case was not a delegation of legislative 
authority but merely a matter of 
polico regulation which according to 
Cooley and all constitutional writijrs was 
entirely within the se.>pe of iimnieip:il 
govorninont. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Drake's argu- 
ment His Lordship stated that ho would 
hoar the argument in support of tho dis- 
charge of tho prisoners this (Saturday) 
morning at 11 o'clock and ailjournetl the 
case accordingly.

In September, 1S60, I asked Chan- 
garnior hia opinion as to the courage of 
Louis Napoleon.

At Slrasbur.£;, when the regiment on 
which he depended refuse<l its support, 
he ran and was found in a state of 
abject terror biding under a carriage. 
Ill the Boulogne attempt, when he had 
got half way across the cUanuol, he be- 
came alarmed aud wished to turn back. 
Tho people about him calleil for cham- 
pagne, and kept liiin to iiis purpcsc by 
making him. lialf drunk, As lie ap- 
proached, and no friends appeared, hia 
alarm returned. Tho first troops that 
met him were under the command of a 
sensible old officer, who, when he saw 
the strange jirocession, accompanied by 
tlie tame eagle, and was told that Louis 
Napoleon was at its head, instead of 
joining him, sumiuoiied him to sur- 
render. VaudrRuil had said that at 
StFasbojirg Xiouis Napoleon bad not 
daVcd even to fire a pistol in his own 
dnfenso. He recollected tliis raot,kept 
api.stolinhis hand and firedat thoofilcer, 
but Ilia linnd sliook so tliougli tho man 
was not live paces olY Lo misaod him 
and wounded u poor cook, who, in his 
white apron, was .standing at a door to 
to .see what \Va8 going on. Louis 
Napoleon turned, ran into the .sea, and 
got into a boat. A boat from the shore 
imllcd after hiin. He gave himself up, 
bogged tliPDi not to hurt him, and said 
that lie had -00,000 francs in hia pocket 
which he would give them. He was 
landed, and begged M. Adam, tho 
Maire, to take the 200,000 francs. 
Aciarii said he would take care of them, 
but, with buaine.sa. like liabits, chose to 
count them first. It was lucky for him, 
for when it was counted in the presence 
of the crowd thcro was found to be 
only 120,000 francs. Thi.s sum, wlien 
ho was on his trial before his jieers, ho 
claimcd,faiid the cruel government of 
T ouis Phi^iipiio let him have them." 

" Did he show courage at i\[ugcnta!" 

" Ho never cro.s3(?d the Ticino. Ho 
was smoking in a house during the 
whole timo. Alriolferino, where ho 
was two miles in tlie rear, he did not 
move or give an order, but ho smoked 
53 cigars. .^ Wo know, this, as ho always 
carried with him littlo boxes, each of 
whicli contains HO cigars. Ono was 
Huito c^xhauslpd and three iiad been 
taken out of the other. Once a spent 
ball carno near liiiii, but that is the 
only occasion on which lie could bo con- 
.sidored as under .fire. I saw a letter 
from one of tlie Cent-Suisses to his 
mother : " You need be under no 
anxiety about ine. I am with the 
Emperor, aud, tliercfore,outof danger f 
In fact none of them wore hit."

John .McHalo, Archbishop of Tuam, 
was tho great ii]iostle of Ireland, the 
lion of .Judah, as the patriots called 
him, nnd the friend and companion of 
O'Connell in the cause of Irish liberties. 
Though he died only this week he liad 
witnessed as a child the rebellion of '08.

Ho 
liad seen tho Pope a pri.soncr undea tlic 
first Napoleon, and another fleeing to 
the cnstlo of St. Angelo, and another 
protected by French bayonets, and, at 
last, tho temporal power dissolved by 
Victor Emanuel. He had scon two 
French revolutions, the Reign of Ter- 
ror, the crowning of Napoleon by a 
pope wliose hands were tied by him, the 
the republic once more a kingdom, the 
kingdom once more a republic, the re- 
public changed into an empire, and last 
tho orderly French republic of to day, 
lie had seen nearer home, ono victory 
after another won in the British parlia- 
ment for the good of Ireland and the 
liberties of tho Catholic religion. He 
had taken an aotivo part in the battle 
for Catholic emancipation, and from 
being a proscribed nnd persecuted class 
ho had lived to sgo a majority of tho 
Irisli judges Catiioltcs, and a Catholic 
holding the seals of lord chancellor of 
Ireland. 

He had seen the Protestant state 
ciiuich discstablislied and disendowed 
by the prime minister wlio had been, in 
earlier years, its most zealous advocate. 
Ho bad sosn tardy and partial justice 
done to the Irish peasantry by Mr. 
Gladstone's land bill of 1870, and had 
been among these who forced the issue 
sustained tho war cry until it culmin- 
ated in the new and radical land act 
of 1881, Such a prelate might well 
fold his robe around him and lio down 
to rest with a nunc diniittis on his lips, 
for bis eyes had seen tho .salvation of

Archbishop McHalo was always on 
the side of law and order. His last 
utterance was one of the most charact- 
eristic of Jiis pastorals — ho doiiounced 
the land league in its endeavor to incite 
the peasantry to pay no rents.
